Says Greece Saved 
By American Aid

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—(BUP) 
—President Truman said .Monday 
that American aid has _ saved 


Greece from economic collapse and 
kept her free, but warned that the 
situation remains “grave” because 
of continued Communist guerilla 
warfare. 

He hinted that further aid to 
Greece will be necessary. 

Mr. Truman described a still- 
dark picture in a letter transmit- 
ting to Congress the first report on 
the $400,000,000 Greek-Turkish aid 
program. Congress voted the aid 
—$300,000,000 to Greece and $100,- 
000,000 to Turkey—last May after 
Mr. Truman's historic stop-Com- 
munism speech in March. 

The report, prepared by the state 
department, said that reconstruc- 
tion in Greece “has been hampered 
by continued Guerilla activity” 
which the Greek government had 
to conclude last summer. 

Then it added bluntly: 

“If order can be restored, there 
is every reason to be optimiistic 
about the recovery of Greece. If 
order is not restored, there can 
be no recovery.”

The British parliament has just 
ratified the treaty legalizing inde- 
pendence of Burma from January 
6, 1948. Nothing like that has ever 
happened before. The British 
crown has lost control of territories 
before—but only by war—never by 
consent. 

Now a country which is relatively 
as important to the world as the 
13 United States of America were 
in 1776 gets 
sovereign inde- 
pendence with- 
out firing a sin- 
gle shot.
